On Jeffersonian Democracy. 

To critics’ claims that the admin. 
istration had abandoned “Jeffe 
sonian Democracy” Farley’s answ- 
was: “We propose to save the De- 
mocracy of which Jefferson was 
the philosopher. The cause Jeffer- 
son fought for is today being foug1it 
for by that gallant leader who 
thinks as Jefferson thought and 
fights as Jackson fought.” 


Farley declared the contention 
that President Roosevelt’s program 
endangers the Constitution arose 
from “the financial power.” 

“A little while ago Presiden 
Roosevelt asked if the America 
people...cannot under the Constit::- 
tion give to the nation a program 
of social and industrial regulation,” 
he said. “Instantly the financial 
power wus on its toes shouting fur 
the Constitution.

WPA ALLOCATES $186,500

A total of $186,572 was allocated

St. Louis County Prosecutor Made Closing 
Argument Under Continual Fire of Ob- 
jections by Opposing Counsel.

MEXICO, Mo., Oct. 5. — Four) 


hours of argument yesterday wound 
up the trial of Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench on a charge of complicity 
in the kidnaping for ransom of Dr. 
Isaac D. Kelley in April, 1931. 
Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
John Wolfe of St. Louis County 
opened for the State with a review 


of the evidence. He wa: followed 
briefly by Assistant Prosecuting 


County. 

Then the defense made its final 
pleas. R. D. Rodgers of Mexico 
opened for the defense. He was 
followed by Frank Hollingsworth of 
Mexico, former State Senator, and 
Pross T. Cross of Lathrop, Mo. 

Prosecuting Attorney Joe Bone 
Jr. of Audrain County, who had co- 
operated with the St. Louis County 
prosecutors, spoke briefly for the 
State’s case. The St. Louis County 
Prosecuting Attorney, C. Arthur An-) 
derson, delivered the State’s sum- 
mation. 

(Comprehensive reports of the 
arguments of Wolfe and McNatt 
were printed in the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday.) 


DEFENSE ASSAILS 
ADOLPH FIEDLER 


Rodgers, a former Circuit Judge, 
began the presentation of the de- 
fense argument. 

“Sometimes it is necessary,” 
Rodgers said, “to use a man who 
is implicated in a crime and for the 
State to offer his testimony to you 
for what it is worth. There is more 
than that in this case, or I would 
agree with what my young friend 
(McNatt) who preceded me had to 
gay. This man (Fiedler) who has 
been discredited as a principal, is 
being paid an immense sum to 
come here and testify against this 
defendant. 

“The Post-Dispatch with its 1200 
employes, went to this man Fiedler, 
who is totally depraved, and hired 
him for $1500 paid in three install- 
ments. If a great concern like that 
wants to convict me or you they 
can get hundreds to come in and 
testify. 

“If a newspaper wants to get an 
exciting case they want to bring. 
some respectable woman into it. 

“You never saw this courtroom 
crowded like this,” he added, wav- 
ing an arm in the direction of the 
crowded benches. “They put a 
woman into the case so they will 
sell more papers, {fncrease_ their 
circulation and advertising rate. 


to Involve One.” 

“Dr. Kelley testified that when 
the kidnapers called him they told 
him there would be a light burning 
in the house and told him how to 
recognize the house. Dr. Kelley 
says he was guided by the light 
burning in the house occupied by 
Mr. T. Preston Sultan and his sis- | 
ter. You see how easy it is to in-| 
volve one in the situation. 

“Fiedler was brought to the home .

Then the defense argument was 
taken over by Hollingsworth. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,” he said, 
“you know and I know this case 
would not have been in court if it 
had not been for the _ inordinate 
greed, the inordinate lust of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch to create 
and offer sensationalism for the 
purpose of enriching its coffers. 

“Wittingly or unwittingly — I 
make no charge—the State has 
been caused by the insidious ac- 
tivity of the Post-Dispatch to pros- 
titude its duties, which are not only 
to prosecute the guilty but to pro- 
tect the innocent.” 

He then read the defense instruc- 
tion to the effect that by his testi- 
mony Fiedler actually was a par- 
ticipant in the kidnaping. 

“Filthy and foul,” Hollingsworth 
continued. “He would trample any- 
body, destroy anybody—that’s Fied- 
ler. And that is the sort of a 
man on whose testimony they want 
to convict a woman ,whose reputa- 
tion stands in this record as above 
reproach. If her reputation was 
other than that, I say, why didn’t 
the State bring in witnesses to show 
the contrary. It’s within the law. 

“Would you take from this wom- 
an all there is in the world for her, 


destroy all the happiness there is. 


for her, on the testimony of this 
fiendish foul witness. Take his 
machine-guns away from him, take 
him back and say to the Post-Dis-

‘MINISTERING ANGEL’ 


Following the recess, Cross con- 
sumed a considérable amount of 
time by reciting his personal his- 
tory as a farm-bred lawyer and 


resident of Lathrop, Mo., a town, 
he was particular to point out, with. 


a population of 1000, but noted for 


the fine mules raised in the locality. 

He spoke at length on the “his- 
tory, tradition and character” of 
the people of Audrain County, re- 
marking that this was the first case 
he had tried here. Then he em- 
phasized what he said were differ- 
ences between “city people” and 
“country folks.” 

“My friends from the city,” he 
said, turning to the State’s counsel 
table, “as prosecutors, are imbued 
with the idea of prosecuting some- 


one, getting action and making a. 
record. Here in good old Audrain | 


County we have an intense respect 
for the rights of the citizeh.” 

“I have most intense respect for 
the rights of the court,” Cross con- 
tinued, “and I want to say that 
prosecution is a wonderful thing, 
and I want every man on this jury 
to know that I am in favor of the 
prosecution of crime to the fullest 
extent. 

“It 1s true that no more dastard- 
ly crime than kidnaping could be 
committed by man. I have’ two 
lovely grandchildren who would be 
good subjects for kidnapers. 
I often think about it.” 


Attack on Fiedler. 


Waving his fist, Cross shouted: “I 
look at this man Fiedler, coming 
and going out of this courtroom as 
he pleases, going down to Texas 
where he isn't known, where he is 
free to prey upon them, and form 
his new band. Why, in the name 
of God, if the State is sincere in 
its ardent wish to prosecute crime, 
why don’t they take the man that 
this court tells you is guilty.”

D., and he bust out in the Nation 
with a long article deploring the slaughter, 
and edging delicately toward proposing a 
resuscitation of the eighteenth amendment. 
But of late, he has been silent on the sub- 
ject, and so I supposc that he is now aware 
that the increase in automobile accidents is 
due to the increase in speed, and not to any 
new excess of boozing among drivers. 

Indeed, the number of arrésts for drunken 
driving has revealed a tendency to diminish 
under repeal, as you will discover by turning 
to the Congressional Record for Aug. 29, pp.

In Baltimcre, with a booze-house every 
few yards, drunks are rare upon the stree:s, 
and the hospitals make no drive for funds 
to buy additional] strait-jackets, snake-traps 
and Oregon boots, In fact, there are young 
internes in those hospitals who have never 
seen a patient engaged ina battle for his life 
with blue camels and polka-dot elephants. 
For all I know, there may be young internes 
who have never had to be locked in the 
cooler themselves.

It must grieve the old-time prohibitionists 
excessively to walk about the streets in 
these days, and observe the vast stocks of 
bottled booze in the shop-windows. I can 
imagine their blood running cold as their 
gaze flits over the gaudy labels, and they 
reflect that some abandoned antinomian 
will get himself outside every bottle, and 
yield himself perchance to ribald song, and 
be as all-over happy as a kitten lapping 
milk. I seldom patronize such emporia, for 
my ordinary fuel is malt liquor direkt vom 
Fass, but I confess that it gives me a great 
deal of pleasure to look’ into their windews, 
and to reflect that the man next behind 
me may be a veteran of the Anti-Saloon 
League, and suffering severely. 

Why should any sensible man waste croco- 
dile tears upon such monomaniacs? In the 
days when they had the power to afflict 
and annoy the rest of us, they exercised thit 
power in a brutally reckless fashion. By their 
metaphysic, anyone who dissented from their 
hog-wallow theology was a villain unspeak- 
able, and without any rights in law or equity. 
They declared a holy war upon the Bill of 
Rights, and turned loose upon the country 
a horde of unconscicnable blacklegs, each 
outfitted with a badge. They promoted ex- 
tortion and openly condoned murder. af 
they sweat now, seeing the proofs of their 
defeat on every side, then it is no more than 
they richly deserve. 

The evils of drink are manifold, and ro 
rational person denies them, but the evils 
of slavery are a thousand times worse. 

“I'd rather that England should be free,” 
said Archbishop Magee in 1868, “than thut 
England should be compulsorily sober.

But he 
was happy, as I was happy, because at 
last we were in the business we wanted 
to follow the rest of our lives. 

Serge used to write glowing accounts of 
his experiences to father in Paris. And 
one day father wrote back and told Serge 
that the latter must be mistaken about 
“this place Childer, Oklahoma,” as there 
wasn't any such place on the map. But 
maps, in those days, weren't able to keep 
up with the towns that sprang up over- 
night, thanks to the magic of oil. 

My brother's greatest disappointment, 
I am sure, was in the Indians of Oklaho- 
ma. From our tutor, Mons. Four, back 
in Georgia, who had spent a great deal 
of time in the United States, we had in 
early life been thrilled with his colorful 
accounts of the American Indians. In 
contact with the Indians around the oil 
fields we realized that Mons. Four’s hair- 
tingling yarns had been designed for our 
childish consumption and imagination. 

The Indians we grew to know wore the 
latest cuts of clothes from Dallas and 
Houston, drove enormous automobiles, 
and began, with the discovery of oil on 
their properties, to build the most fantas- 
tic homes imaginable. Many of them, of 
course, were like children. They didn’t 
know how to cope with the vast wealth 
that suddenly was dumped into their 
laps. With their pockets crammed with 
royalties they would go to town, order 
three or four cars, four or five pianos 
and the like. When the cars would ar- 
rive they would, with childish generosity, 
give some of them to their less fortunate 
neighbors and have most of the pianos 
put in their back yards, to be ruined by 
the elements.
